“Here, I'll get you one. Smoke a pipe 
and you won’t need an ash dump!” 

The Philosopher rose from his old Mor- 
ris chair, and began to clear a space from 
a small center table crowded with books 
and papers. One pile he moved to a shelf 

. another he put on the floor, . . . a third 
he transferred to a small taboret. 

“There!” He surveyed his activities 
with satisfaction. “‘Now, dump all you 
want.’ He placed a brass saucer con- 
veniently for his guest. 

“What you need,” the Bookseller re- 
marked, “is a fine, new big library table. 
That one is old and ugly.” 

“Are you going into the furniture busi- 
ness and start a sales talk with me for your 
first victim?” demanded the Philosopher. 
“Because I don’t want to listen to an 
amateur.” 

“What do you mean, amateur?” de- 
manded the Bookseller. ‘You know I am 
no amateur at selling.” 

Oh, yes, you are. So are all the rest 
ot your confreres!’” The Philosopher shook 
« bushy head and laughed. “You sell books 
on the same principles that a farmer sells 
hay, The farmer goes to a man with a 
hungry horse,” 


“Well, for the love of Mike!” retorted 
the Bookseller. ‘You wouldn’t have him 
try to sell hay to a man with a hungry 
automobile, would you?” 

“Certainly not!” retorted the Philoso- 
pher. “But I’d have him sell the man who 
hadn’t a horse, the idea that a horse was a 
good beast to have around the house. Then 
I’d have a customer for my hay.” 

“You mean that I am only selling books 
to people who want books, and that I 
should try to create a demand for books 
where none exists?” 

“‘Almost thou dost persuade me to be- 
come a bookseller,” laughed the Philoso- 
pher. “You understood me the first time.” 

“But I do that,” protested the Book- 
seller. ‘Look at my advertisements. Look 
at the advertisements of the book pub- 
lishers.” 

“Oh no, you don’t . . . and they don’t. 
They just think they do. The most beauti- 
ful banquet table I ever saw” explained 
the Philosopher “‘was at a dinner I at- 
tended last winter. Such flowers, such 
linen, such silver, such a gathering, I have 
never seen before. I lingered, talking, 
after the dinner was over. ‘The waiters be- 
gan to clear away the remains. When the 
cloth and silence boards were removed, the 
beautiful table was nothing but boards on 
trestles. All hotels fix large banquet tables 
that way. 

“Any sturdy kitchen table will hold food 


as well as the most expensive mahogany 
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dining table which can be bought. When 
it is covered with a cloth, you can’t tell 
whether it is walnut or poplar. Yet no 
one buys a cheap kitchen table for the 
dining room. A dining room table, to be 
acceptable to the home maker, must be 
beautiful as well as useful. But one which 
is only beautiful and not useful, wouldn’t 
sell. And a beautiful table which is not 
well made, the veneer of which peels or 
which warps because made from green 
wood, damns the dealer for future sales. 

‘Therefore, we see that there are three 
factors, at least, entering into the dining 
room table sale . . . utility, beauty, and 
durability. From the philosophical stand- 
point this is enough to consider, but from 
the commercial standpoint, price must 
enter in.” 

The Philosopher paused to relight his 
pipe. The Bookseller seized the oppor- 
tunity for another protest. 

“But that’s exactly what I emphasize 
in my advertisements,” he stated. “I sell 
useful, and beautiful and durable books, at 
a fair and therefore reasonable price.” 

“‘Precisely!”’ answered the Philosopher, 
pipe going strong. ‘You sell all books on 
the same basis that a dealer sells a dining- 
room table. The farmer sells his eggs and 
his hogs just as he sells his hay. Your 
trouble is in not differentiating between 
books for which there is a normal demand, 
which you don’t have to awake, and the 
books for which a desire must be created. 

“Lots of people buy books for gifts. 
Others buy them to be entertained. Some 
buy them for study. A few buy them for 
reference. Old fossils such as I am buy 
them for companions, and to have the fun 
of criticising them. All this is what I 
mean by a normal demand. You'd get all 
this business, if you had no competition, 
without advertising. With competition, 
your advertising brings you your part of 
it. But you are just fighting for your part, 
not to make that part bigger. 

“You, and forty-seven others like you, 
fight all over the place to get your share 
and a little more, of the normal demand. 
When Miss Collegiate comes in to buy 
textbooks, you show her what she asks for. 
When Mrs. Society comes to replace the 
old calf bound heirloom volume with some 
newer tomes, you thrust a dozen beautiful, 
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useful, durable and more or less expensive 
sets down her throat. What you are after 
is the existing trade. But the idea of 
creating trade you leave to the publisher, 
and he, apparently, can’t see anything to 
selling books, except selling them to people 
who already read books. 

“What made the kodak business? Sel]- 
ing people the idea of pictures! People 
buy other makes of cameras besides kodaks, 
and other makes of film besides Eastman; 
other manufacturers have benefited largely 
because Eastman created a demand. Half 
a dozen firms are competing for a sales 
record in electric refrigeration. Where is 
the demand coming from? Its a created 
demand; these people are not trying to sell 
ice-less ice boxes. ‘They are selling com- 
fort, novelty, convenience, health. 

“Look at the automobile game. . . half 
of the manufacturers are trying to sell 
automobiles . . . the other half are busily 
engaged in selling transportation. Some of 
them find a market by selling style and 
appearance ... you can name two or three 
cars which find a market only because they 
are ‘smart,’ not because they are better, or 
even as good, as others. 

“It seems to me you book chaps overlook 
a bet when you fail to consider that there 
is more to books than binding and price. 
You don’t all make that mistake, all the 
time. I recall going thru a bookstore once 
in which a room was devoted to such a li- 
brary as might be in a modest city house, 
costing maybe twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars. That bookman had the idea I am 
trying to get over to you... he tried to get 
every customer, even the one who wanted a 
‘gift book’ for a dollar or a child’s primer 
for the same small sum, to go thru that 
Library. He thus showed many people the 
idea of a book room that lots of them didn't 
know any one ever had. That library, by 
the way, had a library table such as you 
want me to get! I thought his room a little 
crowded, but it did show variety, and unity 
of treatment. I have no doubt he sold 
many a book order he would not other- 
wise have taken, because his attractive room 
created a demand in minds which other- 
wise wouldn’t have had it.” 

“T notice you haven’t bought that li- 
brary table.” The Bookseller had to think

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“And whose fault is that?” demanded the 
Philosopher. “No furniture man has cre- 
ated a demand in my mind! No one keeps 
after me to see that I realize how inefh- 
cient my library outfit is. No one stresses 
the comfort or the efficiency of a table to 
me. All I ever see in the newspapers is 
some store advertisement of beauty and 
quality and price. I happen to want utility 
and convenience. I am not even a part of 
existing demand; such ads. appeal only for 
existing trade; they never try to create 
trade where none exists. 

“Of course, I am only an old philoso- 
pher, and you are a successful Bookseller. 
The publishers have you convinced that 
they know about how to sell books. You 
follow their lead. And, of course, books 
do sell. People have to have books. But 
there must be thousands of homes in which 
are thousands of vacant minds which could 
be filled with needed books, if you only 
would create a demand for them. To sell 
a couch, sell comfort, not tapestry or 
leather covering. ‘To sell a secretary desk, 
sell beauty-and-use, not merely Colonial 
style. To sell a library table, sell me dura- 
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bility and convenience, not beauty or more 
room for your cigar ashes. 

“Same way with books. To sell a book 
on travel, don’t talk about its illustrations 
and its binding and its price... sell the 
idea of travel in a Library. To sell a 
woman a cook book, don’t talk about the 
simplicity of the recipes and the spot proof 
cloth of the binding . . . sell her palate the 
idea of good things to eat, or her pocket 
book the idea that if she makes some of 
the goodies in that book, hubby will come 
across with an increase in her allowance! 
When you have a book on religion, don’t 
preach a sermon for ministers and the de- 
vout ... try to reach the chap who doesn’t 
care for that kind of reading by selling 
him the romance and the adventure of the 
theme!” 

“But how shall I do this?” The Book- 
seller smiled in conscious superiority. 

‘“That’s your business, not mine. You 
are a Bookseller. I, alas, am only a philos- 
opher and have no such troubles.” 

“Almost dost thou persuade me to be- 
come a Philosopher,” retorted the Book- 
seller. 


Building a Rare Book Department

Equipment and System for Selling Rare Books 


O not think it necessary to invest a 
large sum of money in a rare book 
department; to devote to such a 

department a large share of your time or a 
good deal of shelf space. You can make a 
start with an investment of a few hundred 
dollars, giving an hour a day to the work 
and a section of shelf space. 

For the time being it will be assumed 
that you already know what to sell, how 
to secure it, where and how to sell. These 
problems will all be taken up later. The 
concern now is to show just what equip- 
ment is necessary and the mechanical 
routine of handling rare books. 


System is absolutely necessary unless you 
have one of those rare photographic memo- 
ries that can supply on demand a hundred 
names and addresses and a thousand titles 
of books, names of authors, dates of pub- 
lications, etc. System will save you time 
and trouble and enable you to handle rare 
books with very little time and effort. The 
same system used for selling rare books 
can be utilized to great advantage in widely 
increasing your sales of new books. 

Rare books must necessarily be marketed 
to some extent by mail unless you are so 
luckily situated that a large local clientele 
of rare book buyers exists. The same prin- 
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ciples of direct selling by mail apply in the 
case of rare or new books as in any other 
line and will produce the same successful 
results if understood and applied by the 
bookseller. 


For the average bookstore the following 


equipment necessary for starting an old 
and rare book department is advised: 


1—Shelf space—one or two sections. 


2—Card file for 3x5 cards, either wood 
or board. 


3—1000 3x5 ruled cards and 1 set of 
alphabetical guide cards. 


4—Letter heads, envelopes, postal cards, 
with the name of the department. 


5—Rubber stamp with your name and 
address. 


6—Typewriter. 


7—500 sheets 814x14 manifold gauze or 
onion skin paper. 


8—25 814x14 carbon sheets. 


g—Ordinary carbon paper and second 
sheets. 


10—Ruled account book. 


A typewriter is not absolutely necessary 
but is recommended for legibility and value 
in making ten or more copies of lists at one 
time. Most bookstores have them for con- 
ducting their regular correspondence. Aside 
from the typewriter the equipment listed 
will not cost over $10. 

From the start establish a fixed mechan- 
ical routine for handling every detail of 
the business. This will soon become a 
habit and will save you untold time and 
trouble. 

We will now follow from start to finish 
the mechanical system involved in buying, 
recording and selling rare books: 


BUYING: 


Be sure to keep a record of the people 
from whom you buy your books. Your 
success depends largely upon your sources 
of supply, and keeping in touch with sellers 
is an important feature often neglected by 
booksellers. Enter the names and addresses 
of all persons who offer you books upon a 
3x5 card, also the date, source, and any 
remarks that you may care to enter. This 
file will soon grow and you will find it of 
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immense value. A sample card record of 
this sort is given on the following page:

Such a file may also be used as a record 
of orders. 


RECORDING: 


After you have purchased an item make 
a record of it upon a card as follows: 
1—Author, 2—Title, 3—Size, 4—Bind- 
ing, 5—Descriptive features, 6—Number 
of pages, 7-——Publisher, 8—Place, 9— 
Date, 10—Condition, 11—Cost, 12—Sell- 
ing price. 

The card will read as follows:

This seems like a lot of trouble, but the 
information is absolutely necessary and you 
will need all of it when you come to cata- 
log or list the book or to write about it to 
a customer. It takes surprisingly little 
time to record a book when you have ac- 
quired the habit. 

It is taken for granted that all book- 
sellers are familiar with the abbreviations 
used in describing books and if not, this 
information can be secured from “The Book- 
man’s Glossary” published by the R. R.

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Bowker Co., or from the study of any 
bookseller’s catalogs. 

After you have made out the card for a 
book jot down with a pencil on the front 
end paper the following information: your 
cost in code, your selling price and the date 
of acquisition (some may choose to put this 
in code) as follows:

10-23-26 

Then put the book on the shelves. 

File the record cards of books alphabeti- 
cally or by subject. It is sufficient to file 
alphabetically for first editions; but in the 
case of Americana, for example, it is prefer- 
able to file under subjects such as “Cali- 
fornia,’ “Indians,” “Revolution,” etc., plac- 
ing a guide card with the name of the sub- 
iect before the record cards. 


SELLING: 
lt is absolutely necessary to keep a file of 
prospective customers or those to whom 
books have been sold. A card should be 
made out for each customer with his name, 
address, business, source, class of books in 
which he is interested and any remarks 
that may help describe his interests. Such 

cards appear as follows:

These cards should be filed alphabetically 
under the subjects in which the customer is 
interested such as “First Editions,” “Amer- 
icana,” “Antiques,” etc. 


RECORDING SALES: 


You have taken a card from your file of 
books and have written about it to a cus- 
tomer from the prospect file and he orders 
the book. You take the book from your 
shelves, rub out the price marks, pack it 
carefully and mail it to the customer with 
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a bill. Be sure to take the card describing 
the book from your book file. Keep it for 
a few weeks. Sometimes books are re- 
turned and if this happens you can place 
the card. back in your file without the 
trouble of making out a new one. 

The average bookseller usually has his 
own bookkeeping system in operation, but 
the following system of recording sales has 
the virtues of simplicity and clearness:

When your customer pays his bill jot 
down the date under the column headed, 
“Paid.” On the first of the month by run- 
ning down the “Paid” column it is easy to 
pick out the unpaid accounts and to send 
them statements. You also have a record 
of your total sales, total costs, total postage 
expended, and total of each class of books 


sold. 
KEEPING Up STOCK: 


Altho not absolutely necessary it is ad- 
visable to keep a file of books wanted. 
When a customer asks for a certain book 
make a record of it on a card and keep a 
file of these want cards. Often there will 
be several orders for the same book. Take 
the book record card after the sale has been 
made and jot down upon it the names and 
addresses of the other customers who or- 
dered it and add it to the want file. Later 
on another copy may be secured and you 
will then know exactly where to dispose 
of it. 

This system as described may sound com- 
plicated and difficult but when put into 
practice is surprisingly simple and easily 
maintained. It gives a record of the people 
from whom books are bought, of each book 
in stock, of each person to whom books 
have been sold or to whom it is expected 
books will be sold, of each sale and of each 
book wanted by your customers. In order 
to take an inventory of stock of books either 
at cost or selling price it is an easy matter 
to add up the totals from the card file of 
books in stock. 

At the start single books will be quoted 
to customers either by letter or postal card. 
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Later when there has been built up a larger 
collection of several books in the different 
fields such as Americana, and when there 
is a number of interested customers, a list 
of these can be made on 84 x14 manifold 
gauze paper, making ten or twelve copies, 
and all, but one mailed to customers. Be 
sure to retain one copy for the files. As 
the file of books and customers grows it 
may be necessary to send out fifty or more 
copies of a list and a mimeograph or multi- 
graph will then be employed, and eventu- 
ally, when their number warrants it, lists 
will be printed. 





The Publishers’ Weekly 


Every feature of this bookselling system 
is adaptable to the recording and selling of 
new books as well as old and rare ones, 
In fact it will be found that by using it, 
especially in the case of new books selling 
for $3.50 or more, there will be a remark- 
able increase in yearly sales. It will help 
to know stock, to know customers and to 
bring to the attention of customers the 
books in which they have a special interest, 
Other businesses should not have a mono- 
poly on modern mail order methods. They 
are just as applicable to the selling of new 
books as to any other line.

HERE is nothing for a bookman’s 
chronicle in a trip across Dakota and 
Montana except the reminder to a 
New Yorker of the special problems 
raised by transportation distances beyond 
the Mississippi, distances which, of course, 
involve both time and money for the mer- 
chant. I would have to learn an entirely 
new buying technique if I should be in- 
volved in a bookselling enterprise on the 
Coast. All credit to those who have solved 
these problems.

cism of Minnesota’s proposed law against 
the right of science to its full place in the 
Minnesota schools. Is it possible that 
Minnesota can be seriously considering 
such legislation ? 
Spokane 

Spokane—it satisfies—attractive to look 
at, efficient in business, hospitable in every 
instinct. Chiefly I had thought of it as 
the home of Vachel Lindsay and the loca- 


tion of one of the country’s famous book- 
stores. 

Mr. Lindsay met the train and turned 
over to me Room No. 1129 of The Daven- 
port, his one-time home and present work 
room. Here I was urged to make myself 
at home in surroundings of well-ordered 
shelves of manuscripts, diaries, books and 
pen drawings. The entire series of draw- 
ings used for his re- 
cent “Candle in the 
Cabin” was the fresco. 

““The Bookshop”’ of 
Albertine Filiatrant 
has entrances from 
the hotel lobby and 
also from the street. 
Some people have 
found disadvantage in 
lobby shops for the 
book business, but 
The Davenport is a 
different hotel, the 
natural and invitable 
headquarters for every 
activity in town, so-

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cial. business or welfare. This brings 
-ovether a clientele from which Miss Filiat- 
rant is wresting a loyal and well-served fol- 
lowing. At first the shop was planned for 
children’s books only, but soon it was seen 
to be best to have adult reading and a 
circulating library. The stock is small, 
but selected with painstaking care backed 
by unflagging zeal in endeavoring by study 
of trade advertising and reviews to antici- 
pate her needs. We discussed counter ar- 
rangements and display and compared notes 
on rental library practice. Her library was 
patently a busy spot, and on that day she 
had passed out 130 books. 

The new John W. Graham & Company 
store, opened in November, is one that no 
merchant or student of business can visit 
without admiration and enthusiasm. Here 
is a business not yet forty years old, its 
founder and proprietor a man in the sixties 
quite obviously in the fullness of his powers, 
a territory of service from Oregon to the 
Arctic circle, a modern equipment which 
is always bettered the moment that its 
director can find a new idea. The Graham 
business is both wholesale and retail, and 
the firm’s motto “‘If It’s Made of Paper, 
We Have It” is carried out from wedding 
stationery or current books to corrugated 
kraft or wall paper, with side excursions 
in paperless products such as kodaks, school 
furniture, and cut glass. 

On the wall of Mr. Graham’s private 
ofice I saw a photograph of the first store 
taken when a $300 assorted stock had 
arrived from Gill’s at Portland. I hope to 
print this together with an interior photo- 
graph of the new store on its opening day. 
This new store has five stories and a base- 
ment with about 50 feet on Square Street 
and double that on a parallel street to the 
south. A difference of about 6 feet in the 
street levels has been cleverly used to get 
two good selling levels at the rear and an 
easily reached and extensive mezzanine 
balcony, the latter only five steps above the 
rear level. One side of the mezzanine, 
that is a space about 15 feet by 75, is de- 
voted to samples of one each of the vast 
number of schoolbooks carried by Graham’s 
as state depository and publishers’ repre- 
sentative. On the other side is the depart- 


‘ment of children’s books, in charge of Miss 


Knisley, and library sales with Miss Col- 
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lins, the extent of the public and school 
library sales making possible a large and 
varied stock. 

The main book department on either 
side of the south entrance has the advan- 
tage of the passing of those who come thru 
from the main entrance, and yet it has the 
air of a separate bookshop. All the book 
business is in charge of William Heaton 
who came as a lad in 1889 from Phila- 
delphia and has grown up with the business. 
Like all of Mr. Graham’s lieutenants, his 
mind is businesslike and systematic with a 
high regard for his profession and a vision 
of far flung markets. He is a believer in 
imprint catalogs and modern fixtures, care- 
ful window displays and general good 
housekeeping. The building has an audi- 
torium available for the free use of the 
public, and in this I had the privilege of 
addressing some 50 or 60 of the staff at 
8 a.m. of a Saturday morning. At the big 
warehouse across the river all these depart- 
ments have storage room. Mrs. Heaton 
is of pioneer family, and from their home, 
high-perched back of the city, there is a 
wonderful view of this picturesque river 
valley. 

Mr. Lindsay says that he took up resi- 
dence in Spokane because he was caught by 
its attractiveness while on his lecturing 
trips, perhaps also because it has a perfectly 
managed hotel. He married two years ago, 
and a brilliant young wife and a perfectly 
behaved baby, Susan, add to the attrac- 
tions of his hospitable home. 

Those who have heard Mr. Lindsay 
read his poems and his chants know that 
he has always looked forward to seeing 
use made of some of these as accompani- 
ments to dancing and pantomime. By 
happy chance he has been able to work 
this out in Spokane, and his guests the other 
night found a delighted audience and 
chorus while the poet chanted and Lenore 
Glen, college friend of Mrs. Lindsay, 
danced and mimed in intimate accord with 
the poems but with a joyful abandon of 
rhythm. The perfect partner for Miss 
Glen had been found in the many-talented 
Stoddard King, author of “What the 
Queen Said,” on Doran’s list last fall, 
librettist and beloved colyumist of Spokane. 
I shall not soon forget their rendering of 


“Polly-Anne,” of “The Daniel Jazz” and 
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of “The Queen of Sheba,” and we all 
joined like playful children in ““The Sea 
Serpent Chantey” and marched in sinuous 
circle around the big room. 

The Public Library of Spokane is headed 
by George W. Fuller, who has turned his 
knowledge of art to the enrichment of the 
institution’s many collections, and his talent 
for lecturing to the benefit of Spokane and 
other communities. “Tho handicapped as 
to central building, the many branches have 
built a healthy circulation especially by the 
work with children headed by Beatrice 
Doughty. 

Seattle, January 24-25 

Lowman and Hanford, one of the 
Pacific Northwest’s trilogy of big general 
book and stationery outlets, has a hand- 
some three-story building in the heart of 
the busiest district. Will D. Wilson, a 
veteran bookman of thirty-eight years’ ex- 
perience, directs the book department with 
a competent assistant in Mr. Ericson. | 
have known Mr. Wilson long by reputation 
and by correspondence and had much to 
talk over with him. Of necessity transpor- 
tation problems are a perplexing matter for 
this section, and it is difficult for any 
eastern bookseller, or publisher for that 
matter, to realize how the whole operation 
of business is involved in this matter. 
Seattle is 40 days from New York by water 
via Panama, 16-20 days by overland freight 
which costs over twice the water rates, and 
express and mail eliminate the chance of 
profit. To anticipate accurately a city’s 
demands for books, to land books eco- 
nomically in the store while the demand is 
on, to hold the reputation for good service 
with clients always restless to try New 
York sources of supply is a business task of 
real magnitude. Every publisher’s shipping 
room should give its closest attention to the 
needs of the Coast buyers in order that wise 
cooperation may ease the problems of these 
important customers. 

Across Third Avenue from Lowman & 
Hanford’s is The Archway Bookstore 
owned by John and Carl Wilson, sons of 
the late Frank B. Wilson. Their lease is 
up, and they are in the midst of a third- 
off on everything clearance to get stock 
down for removal to two new stores, one 
on Pike, the busiest cross street, and one 
nearby at 1413 Third Avenue.

Frederick & Nelson is one of the 
country’s fine department stores. When it 
decided on having a book department, it 
reached out to the library field and enlisted 
as manager Gertrude Andrus, then head of 
children’s work in the Seattle Public Li- 
brary. She brought to the work a thoro 
training, imagination in book promotion 
and the high regard of the community. 
From a children’s room only it has ex- 
panded to full book service, including a 
circulating library. The location, like that 
of the Dayton Company of Minneapolis 
and Marshall Field & Company, is on the 
service floor, in this case the fifth, with the 
restaurant, music, and beauty parlor (it 
anything, the beauty department signs are 
a bit too dominating). It’s a busy floor and 
busy department. I noticed that promotion 
cooperation was being extended to a Dr. 
Hawkins of the active Plymouth Church 
in connection with his coming lectures on 
“The Story of Philosophy,” both by news- 
paper space and department display. 

One evening a week Miss Andrus leads 
a class of 150 girls in book reviewing and 
discussion, and she had had a successful 
series of radio reviews, discontinued because 
of pressure of time. She reports that the 
most effective book broadcasting now on 
the Coast is that of Mr. Jackson from San 
Francisco, the editor of the Sunset Maga- 
zine. 

Seattle has not been passed by in the 
current growth of the personal bookshop, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Harry F. Hartman 
have made a very promising start on Sixth 
Avenue. Mr. Hartman is a Haverford 
College graduate who came to Seattle in 
school work and who decided that, while 
Seattle suited him, the school work did 
not, hence this new venture. There is 2"

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Seattle’s well-rounded book service, and, if 
diligence, book knowledge, good humor and 
common sense can build book sales, this 
enthusiastic pair will come thru. 

An interesting little store recently estab- 
lished is Porter’s Olympic Bookshop with 
a back entrance into the big hotel. Its 
planning is worth studying, because the 
space is only 10x30 feet, that is half of a 
20 foot shop divided inside the entrance 
by a five foot partition. Mr. Porter has 
shelves for miscellaneous books back against 
this partition, has one long counter along 
the side with shelves behind, a circulating 
library, and two good display windows, one 
at either end. 

Raymer’s Radical Bookshop has just been 
obliged to move and is now at 1616 Fourth 
Avenue, and The Book Mart on Pike 
street has a good sized stock. 

The Paget Sound News Company was 
the first of the western branches of the 
American News Company that I have had 
a chance to visit. It struck me that it has 
a decidedly well-selected stock of current 
fiction and non-fiction as well as reprints, 
dictionaries, etc. The stock was clean and 
well displayed, and its handling reflected 
credit on Mr. Miller and his assistant Mr. 
Nelson. 

The library building of Seattle is not 
among the finest, but its service to the city 
is of the most complete character and its 
esprit de corps is what one would expect 
under the leadership of Judson Jennings. 
Il was much interested to find that Mr. 
Jennings was that week presenting a very 
careful address before the school principals 
of the city in favor of a more complete 
school library equipment in the Seattle 
System, and he is cooperating energetically 
with local school leaders and the Ameri- 
can Library Association in making possible 
a ten days’ conference on school library 
administration to be given for school prin- 
cipals after the National Education Asso- 
ciation Conference in Seattle next July. 
This seems a very important move in pre- 
paring the way for more and better school 
libraries. Miss Annabelle Porter, the 
much loved leader of children’s work in 
the Library, together with her branch 


chiefs, extended to me the kindly courtesy 
of a dinner at the University Club, and at 
the main library next day I was asked to 
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address the general staff together with forty 
students of library science from the Un). 
versity of Washington. 

No visitor to the Pacific northwest 
should fail now to visit the new library 
building of the University of Washin: gton. 
It is a glorious structure impressively pl. ced 
at the center of the whole university. Here 
Gothic architecture has been put to glori- 
ous use as a setting for books and reading, 
Librarian Henry and President Suzzallo 
(now dismissed) have done national sery- 
ice for books and libraries in proving by ex- 
ample the right of books to settings of 
beauty and the right of libraries to the 
central place of a modern university 
campus. . 


San Francisco Booksellers Meet 
"THE annual meeting of the Booksellers’ 


Association of San Francisco Bay Coun- 
ties ‘was held at the Clift Hotel with noon 
luncheon on February 3rd and fifteen mem- 
bers present. The ballot led to a re-election 
of the officers—A. M. Robertson, president; 
H. M. Boys, vice president; Paul Elder, 
secretary and treasurer. ‘The Association 
took the occasion to express its feeling of 
great indebtedness to these officers and es- 
pecially to the secretary, on whom so much 
of the detailed work has fallen, for the 
unusual character of the service rendered. 

The Association has close relations to the 
local Merchants’ Association and to the 
state Chamber of Commerce in watching 
legislation, and a report was read by Mr.

The Copyright Status 


ITH but three weeks left of the life 

of the Sixty-ninth Congress, there 

is no possibility of general copyright 
revision at this session. Indeed, the copy- 
right bill has not been reported to the 
House by the Patents Committee, which 
has had difficulty in shaping its conclusions. 
The main difference is on the provisions as 
to the reproduction of music by phonograph, 
broadcasting or otherwise and the collection 
of royalties from the use of music. The 
Authors’ League has taken a determined 
stand in defense of the rights of the com- 
poser of music as of any other author, tho 
willing to make a reasonable compromise in 
face of the difficulties involved in an art 
which is not graphic or palpable, while the 
phonograph interests and those of the mo- 
tion picture theaters utilizing their music 
are still striving for privileges which more 
or less transgress the rights of a musical 
author. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the bill 
to render the work of the Copyright Office 
more prompt and efficient by increasing the 
fees may pass Congress unopposed. Most 
of those who pay fees are willing to stand 
an increase in view of the great gain from 
better service, and the only opposition 
voiced at the committee hearing last week 
came from Representative Sol Bloom, him- 
self a member of the Patents Committee, 
who took the ground that the Congress 
should not undertake to make the Copy- 
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right Office a profit-making institution, 
There is no desire that the Copyright Office 
shall be so, any more than the Post Office 
Department, but it has been the wise desire 
of our Federal government to bring the 
postal service as nearly as possible to a self. 
supporting basis, with justice to all inter- 
ests, and the same principle is sound as to 
the Copyright Office. 

The purpose of the pending copyrigh: 
measure, as it was originally shaped on be- 
half of the Authors’ League, was to briny 
our country into the family of nations thru 
the International Copyright Union. That 
simple purpose, which should have been the 
introduction to a general revision, was 
upset by the introduction frem the mo- 
tion picture interests of a bill for general 
revision. In view of the indefinite delay in 
passing such a_ general revision, 
prophesied from the start, it is now pro- 
posed to endeavor to obtain the assent of 
House and Senate before March 4th to the 
next most important feature of the present 
measure, that dealing with the divisibilit) 
of copyright. That copyright is an inclu- 
sive property, applicable in divers fields, has 
long been a_ principle accepted by the 
courts, but the law has been imperfect in 
failing to provide thru legal phraseolog) 
the necessary machinery for enforcing sepa- 
rate rights. The general principle should 
be that the author is entitled to protect 
himself and his work from misuse, direct 
or indirect, by reserving to himself legal 
authority for that purpose, while giving 
also to any person who has obtained rights 
for use in a specific field coordinate right 
to protect that special use. Here is a per- 
plexity which involves careful legal phrase- 
ology. The bill to amend the present copy- 
right code in this respect, introduced }y 
Chairman Vestal by request last week, does 
not fully safeguard both these rights and 
at once met the criticism of the Authors’ 
League. The difficulty has been in apply- 
ing sections of the Vestal copyright bill to 
the framework of the present code and pro- 
viding a situation which is clear, instead of 
confusing. Whether this can be arranged 
in time for unopposed action in Congress, 
which is the only hope of passage, is still 
doubtful, but it would be a decided ste? 
forward in copyright practice if this could 
be done. Otherwise, the whole question 0 
revision will remain a task for the Seven- 
tieth Congress, either in special session, |

The Literary Guild’s Case 

{Tis well to hear both sides of any case, 

whatever disagreements there may be 

as to points of view, and we therefore 
orint a statement of the position of the 
Literary Guild from Mr. Michael Shepard 
-epresenting that organization which was 
furnished at our request. “The defense does 
meet the criticisms and objections 
hitherto voiced in these pages. The book- 
trade cannot accept the view that the 
Literary Guild, as it asserts, will furnish 
, useful and permanent means of effecting 
wider and wiser distribution of books, espe- 
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cially in view of the most recent develop- 
ments of its plan of action. The announce- 
ment in the daily press that most of the 
leading publishers have definitely stated 
their unwillingness to take up with the 
Guild scheme, its initial choice of “The 
Life of Anthony Comstock” for the culti- 
vation of its reading clientele, the emphasis 
in its pamphlet “Wings” on books at half 
price, and the usual misleading statement 
in beginning a price cutting campaign that 
ordinary novels cost but thirty cents to 
make—these do not augur well for the suc- 
cess of the Guild on a permanent and use- 
ful basis. The methods thus indicated are 
indeed a menace to the very purpose which 
the Literary Guild professes to uphold. 
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A Divisible Copyright Bill 


The Following Is the Text of the Bull Introduced by Request by Mr. 
Vestal in the House of Representatives, January 29th, 1927, Covering 
the Divisibility of Copyright and Procedure and Remedies Relating 
Thereto. It Is Built Up Chiefly on the Basis of Sections of the Existing 
Copyright Code and the Comprehensive Vestal Bull, and Was Intro- 
duced Because of the Impossibility of Obtaining Action on the Full 
Revision During the Session Closing March 4th. 


A BILL 


To amend sections 27, 42, and 44 of the Act entitled “An Act to amend and con- 

solidate the Acts respecting copyright,” approved March 4, 1909. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That sections 27, 42 and 44 of the Act entitled 
“An Act to amend and consolidate the Acts with respect to copyright” approved 
March 4, 1909, be amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 42. The author, or other owner of any copyright under this Act or of 
any copyright heretofore secured under any prevsous Act of the United States, may, 
by written instrument signed by him or his agent duly authorized by power of attor- 
ney, executed after this Act goes into effect, assign, mortgage, license, or otherwise 
dispose of the entire copyright or any right or rights comprised therein, either wholly 
or separately, either generally or subject to limitations, for the entire term of such 
copyright or for a limited time, or for a specified territory or territories, and may 
bequeath the same by will. Any person or persons deriving any right, title, or 
interest from or through any author or other owner as aforesaid, may each, separately, 
for himself, in his own name as party to a suit, action, or proceeding, protect and 
enforce such rights as he may hold, and to the extent of his right, title, and interest 
is entitled to the remedies provided by this Act. 

“All rights comprised in a copyright are several, distinct, and severable. Where, 
under any assignment of less than the entire copyright or under an exclusive license, 
the assignee or licensee becomes entitled to any right comprised in copyright or to the 
exercise thereof, the assignee or licensee to the extent of the rights so assigned or 
conferred shall be treated for all purposes, including the right to sue, as the owner 
of the several and distinct rights and parts of the copyright so assigned or conferred; 
and the assignor or licensor to the extent of his rights not so assigned or conferred 
shall be treated for all purposes as the owner of the several and distinct rights and 
parts of the copyright not so assigned or conferred. The words “copyright proprietor, ” 
as used in section 25 of this Act, shall in the case where any person or persons has 
derived any right, title, or interest as aforesaid from any author or other owner 4s 
aforesaid, be construed to mean the owner of the right infringed. 

“Src. 27. That the proceedings for an injunction, damages, and profits, and 
those for the seizure of infringing copies, plates, molds, matrices, and so forth, afore- 
mentioned, may be united in one action. In any action for infringement, where the 
plaintiff seeks an accounting of profits, or statutory damages, where any party shows 
that some third person or persons may claim to be entitled to said profits or statutory 
damages or some part thereof, by reason of alleged infringement of the same copy- 
right or some right thereunder, the court on application of such party or on its own 
motion or on petition of such third person or persons may order such person or persons 
brought in as a party or parties to the action on such terms as the court may deem 
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just and may make such provision with reference to such profits or statutory dam- 
ages by way of division or otherwise as justice may require. The court may require 
that notice of pendency of the action be given in such manner as the court shall direct 
to any and all persons of record in the copyright office who may claim to be assignees 
or licensees or the owners or holders of any rights in or under the copyright is com 
nection with which action may be brought if the instruments under which such per- 
sons claim are recorded or if a claim to the copyright be registered. The failure 
of any party directed to be brought in, to appear in the action or suit, or to participate 
therein, shall not delay the judgment to which the plaintiff is entitled nor debar the 
plaintiff from prosecuting ‘his suit to a final determination or to recover profits or 
damages to which he may be entitled: Provided, That nothing herein contained shall 
in any way prejudice or delay the rights, if any, of the plaintiff to injunctive relief 
or any other remedy given under this Act, other than for profits or statutory dam- 
ages as aforesaid. 

“Sec. 44. That every assignment of copyright, license, mortgage, or power of 
attorney in any way affecting or pertaining to any copyright or any of the rights com- 
prised therein may be recorded in the copyright office within three calendar months 
after its execution in the United States or within six calendar months after its execu- 
tion without the limits of the United States, in default of which it shall be void as 
against any subsequent purchaser, assignee, licensee, or mortgagee, for a valuable 
consideration, without notice, whose assignment, license, mortgage, or power of attor- 
ney has been duly recorded. ‘The word “‘assignment” as used in section 61 of this 
Act shall be construed to include any of the instruments which may be recorded under 


this section.” 


Knopf States Its Position on 
The Literary Guild

Inc., Publisher: 

“It has come to our attention that at- 
tempts are being made in and about New 
York City to represent us as disposed to co- 
operate with the recently announced policy 
of The Literary Guild by giving it access 
to manuscripts which we are about to pub- 
lish, with a view to allowing it to publish 
simultaneously and distribute to its sub- 
scribers such of these manuscripts as it may 
select for the purpose. In view of these 
attempts, we feel ourselves obliged now to 
give our friends and the public definite as- 
surance that, like many of the other pub- 
lishers, we have insuperable objections to 
the announced plans of The Literary Guild 
and are wholly unable to participate in 
them. 

“To the best of our knowledge it is an 
economic impossibility to reduce the price 


Literary Guild publicly undertakes to do) 
without making authors pay the margin by 
foregoing part of the financial return to 
which we believe them to be entitled. And 
our mature conclusion is that, for us, the 
way of our own taste and preference is also 
the way of common _ self-preservation: 
namely, to avail ourselves as at present of 
the cordial and vigorous cooperation given 
by the existing booksellers, and at the same 
time to encourage in every way the estab- 
lishment of adequate bookstores in com- 
munities which are now served insufficiently 
or not at all. A choice for these existing 
agencies is necessarily and automatically a 
choice against The Literary Guild. 

“With the organizers of The Guild in- 
dividually, on both its literary and business 
sides, we enjoy and hope to continue the 
friendliest relations.” 
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Copyright Hearings End 


T the hearing on February 3rd, on the 

proposed bill to double copyright fees 
the bill was supported by William H. Os- 
borne, representing the Authors’ League, 
George C. Lucas of the Magazine Pub- 
lishers’ Association, Lawrence B. Evans, 
head of the Copyright Legislative Commit- 
tee of the American Bar Association, and 
Arthur W. Weil of the Motion Picture 
Distributors. 

Thorvald Solberg, Register of Copy- 
rights, justified the proposed increase on 
the ground that it would lead to larger 
appropriations for maintenance of his office 
and thus enable him to give better service. 
Last year, he said, the copyright fees totaled 
$178,307. The proposed law would add 
$100,000 a year to the revenue of the office. 

Mr. Bloom contended that the larger 
fees would decrease the number of applica- 
tions for copyright registration, stifle genius 
and only benefit large publishing houses 
having large dealings with the copyright 
office. 

Mr. Weil argued that the increased rev- 
enues provided would give his clients better 
service than they now receive. He denied 
that authors and composers would object. 
as stated by Mr. Bloom. 

With Representative Bloom the only one 
in opposition to the bill, the Committee 
went into executive session. 


The Pirated Edition of ‘‘Ulysses’’ 
N the December 11th issue of the Pub- 
lishers Weekly we printed a letter 

from Sylvia Beach. the American girl 

who from her famous shop in Paris, Shake- 
speare & Company, published James Joyce’s 

“Ulysses.” Miss Beach called the attention 

of the readers of the Publishers’ Weekly to 

the proposed publication of “Ulysses” 
serially in the American monthly called 

Two Worlds, edited by Samuel Roth. Miss 

Beach stated that this edition was unauthor- 

ized by Mr. Joyce and unpaid for by Mr. 

Roth and that the text had been altered. 

Miss Beach reminded American readers 

that Mr. Roth had some time ago printed, 

also without permission, in his Two Worlds 
fragments of a new work by Mr. Joyce. 

She said that when she remonstrated with 
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him she had finally obtained two hundred 
dollars and the promise of more, which. 
however, did not come. 


This week we hear that the New Sjate:- 
man of London has recently commented oy 
Mr. Roth’s proposal to publish i in America 
a bowdlerized edition of “Ulysses. r "Se is 
an outrageous proceeding,” the New State: 
man comments, “‘but is perfectly Liat 
‘Ulysses’ has not been and presumably can- 
not be copyrighted in the United States. 
cannot even be copyrighted in England, for 
it would immediately be seized by the police 
Some of us may think that it might as well 
have never been published, but that opinion 
does not in any way mitigate the enormity 
of Roth’s offense against the unwritten 
laws and the decencies of his profession.” 
The New Statesman hopes that a strong 
protest will be made, signed by the most 
distinguished European writers and that it 
may prevent the publication. “But,” it 
says, “there ought to be some legal way of 
dealing with such crimes,” and points out 
that there should be a revision of the 
American copyright code which would make 
such a piracy impossible.

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The Literary Guild—Hear the 
Other Side

OR the past month or so there has 

been considerable discussion in the 

columns of Publishers’ Weekly about 
the Literary Guild. Much of this discus- 
sion and editorial comment has been un- 
favorable to the Literary Guild. The 
Guild feels called upon to make reply be- 
cause it feels that this unfavorable comment 
is due to a failure to understand the plans 
and objectives of the Guild or an inability 
on the part of certain self-styled critics to 
be fair and impartial and to forget certain 
personal business interests which they fear 
may be injured by the success of the Guild 
plans. 

Publishers’ Weekly of January 8th car- 
ried a letter signed by a committee of the 
American Booksellers’ Association, purport- 
ing to represent the views of the entire 
association, which commented adversely on 
the Literary Guild. Before coming to the 
merits of the Guild plan it is perhaps not 
out of place to call to the reader’s attention 
the interests directly represented by this 
committee. One of the members of this 
committee is connected with a syndicate, 
one of whose chief lines of business is the 
selling of publishers’ remainders at cut 
prices and the supplying of these and other 
books to a chain of department stores. 
Other members of the committee are ac- 
tively associated with organizations which 
do a large direct mail book selling business 
of individual volumes as well as sets, reach- 
ing the book buyer independently of the 
bookstore and thereby cutting into the busi- 
ness of the local bookstore which may, per- 
haps, be buying from the publishing branch 
of these same organizations. This is in 
addition to the competition furnished by 
the retail branches run by these same or- 
ganizations whose representatives purport 
. the sentiments of all the book- 
sellers, 


It is not unnatural that gentlemen so 
connected should be prejudiced against a 
plan which may lessen the profits of their 
own business by affording to the local book- 
seller an opportunity to share in the profits 
of direct selling of books. The unfavorable 
comment of the Book-of-the-Month Club 
and its opposition to the Guild is also not 
unnatural since the Guild, by seeking the 
cooperation of local bookstores, has forced 
them to modify their original plan of going 
direct to the consumer over the heads of 
the bookstores and has compelled them to 
make a half-hearted offer of a commission 
to bookstores to win cooperation. ‘This 
reversal in form of the Book-of-the-Month 
Club is particularly significant coming as 
it does at a time when that organization has 
found its expected increase not materializ- 
ing because the bookstores have discovered 
that they themselves can supply their 
readers with the volumes selected by the 
Book-of-the-Month Club, postage prepaid, 
even more promptly than that organization 
has succeeded in doing, since the name of 
the Book-of-the-Month Club’s selection be- 
comes known almost simultaneotsly with 
its choice. 

The Guild has no quarrel with the 
Book-of-the-Month Club. It believes 
they have performed a great service in 
actually widening the circle of book readers 
but it does not feel that their objections to 
a competitive enterprise should carry much 
weight with the booksellers and with the 
publishers. 

These adverse comments evidently have 
not misled the booksellers, since almost 10 
per cent of the acknowledged number of 
booksellers have, during the period when 
the heaviest attack on the Guild was made, 
become bookstore cooperators of the Guild. 
And their numbers increase daily. The 
reason for this is not hard to discover. 
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Naturally, the intelligent bookseller takes 
advantage of the opportunity of tying up 
with the national advertising of the Guild 
to obtain $4.50 annual commission from 
new book buyers created by the Guild’s 
advertising and by obtaining additional and 
larger profits from the occasional book 
buyers, as well as insuring himself a com- 
mission on those of his own regular readers 
who would otherwise send their subscrip- 
tions to the Guild direct. Only three 
bookseller cooperators of the Guild have 
left the Guild since the beginning of the 
hostile propaganda. 


The Literary Guild believes that its plan 
will prove to be a benefit to booksellers as 
well as to authors, publishers and readers. 
The subscriber thru the Guild will re- 
ceive twelve books a year. The foundation 
is laid for a personal library. Once started, 
home libraries will not be content with 
merely the publications of the Guild. Ad- 
ditions must come from the local bookstores. 
Any plan that periodically brings books into 
the home becomes a constant stimulus to 
the book buying habit. 

A word as to price. The Guild is not a 
cut price book proposition. No member of 
the Guild can obtain a single copy of any 
book at less than the full bookstore price. 
It is only by paying in advance for a year’s 
subscription for twelve books that any sav- 
ing is effected by the book buyer. The 
advertising of the Guild has taken care to 
explain that “no one grows rich in the book 
business—not publisher, not author, nor 
bookseller.” The Guild has not attacked 
the single copy price of books. It seeks the 
cooperation of the booksellers and _ pub- 
lishers. 

Scare headlines about the price of books 
have not appeared in Literary Guild 
advertising. In less than two months more 
than a dozen pages of adverse comment on 
the Literary Guild have appeared in Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly. The Book-of-the Month 
Club, whose original plan eliminated the 
bookseller entirely, was never subjected to 
such an onslaught. 

The Literary Guild is a new develop- 
ment—filled with tremendous possibilities 
for the good of the entire industry. A few 
months will change theories into facts. In 
the meantime, fair play should be given to 
if.

And when they have 
passed, the poor old Book Business, which 
has long defied efficiency experts and statis- 
ticlans, may be no more. 

We have standarized autos, standardized 
movie programs, standardized radio stations 
and standardized audiences. Why not, in- 
deed, standardized bookselling? 

Away with the old uneconomic process 
of proceeding to one’s favorite bookstore, of 
hesitating pleasantly between this book and 
that, of crossing swords lightly with the 
opinions of the charming damsel whose in- 
telligence frequently confounds us, and, 
finally, away with the horribly unscientific 
habit of buying one more book than we had 
intended to buy.

There will be no salespeople, of course, 
and the aforesaid local agents will not be 
permitted to express any opinions of a book- 
ish nature, or indeed to possess any, except 
by political dispensation. 

And yet, who knows? Standardization of 
thought, habit, labor, and everything else, 
may in the end produce the grand old Mil- 
lenium or what have you. 

As for us, we are undoubtedly becoming 
old and reactionary.
